Society's Underdog 

Are you interested in crime and in justice? Do you ever 
wonder what becomes of the inmate when he is released from 
behind the walls of a penitentiary? Little attention is ever 
given to the small group of people who have most control 
over the criminal who eventually is released from incarcera¬ 
tion and resumes his place in a free society. 

When a criminal’s sentence has expired, and he leaves the 
penitentiary, theoretically he has paid his debt to society and 
is on his way to begin a new life and sin no more. Actually 
in many cases, an embittered, deadly enemy of society is to 
go out without any restraining influence whatever, ready to 
begin a new series of depredations. 

Parole boards recognize this fact. When a man is paroled 
before the expiration of his sentence, society has some control 
over him. He must report to his parole officer periodically. He 
is placed in some position of gainful employment, and is sup¬ 
posed to remain on that job unless given permission to change, 
if he doesn’t do that, he has violated his parole and can be 
returned to prison. 

It is therefore very obvious that even in the most desperate 
cases, it is far better to place any prison inmate who has 
shown any signs of rehabilitation on parole, than to hold him 
until the last minute of his sentence and then letting him just 
vanish into our crowded society, subject to no restraining in¬ 
fluence, to engage in activities over which the authorities can 
have no control, and about which they have no knowledge. 

Therefore, parole boards, who understand these facts, try 
to utilize the power of parole which is vested in them to pro¬ 
tect society as much as possible and at the same time give the 
prison inmate at least an opportunity to engage in legitimate 
and gainful employment when he is released. 

If a parolee makes good, the public never hears about the 
case; the public doesn’t know that "Little Johnny”, who gives 
them such courteous, efficient service at the filling station, is 
an ex-convict who has paid his debt to society, and is now 
on his way up again. 

BUT, when a parolee does commit another crime, the pub¬ 
lic certainly does hear about it. There will be a hue and cry, a 
clamor. The parole board is put on the grid and taken to pieces. 

Undoubtedly, many men who are put on parole should not be. 
For every such failure, however, there are dozens of successes. 
The main point is, that the public doesn’t realize that virtually 
all of these men who are paroled and again violate the laws* 
would have been discharged anyway within a relatively short 
time. 

In the face of this widespread public misunderstanding, in 
the face of all the adverse, unfair smearing by the press, the 
parole boards continue to exercise their duties to the best of 
their discretion and as they see fit. 

Many times parole boards have little discretion to use, be¬ 
cause the prisons are filled to overflowing. With taxpayers 
indifferent to the problem and the courts constantly sending 
a new stream of men into the prisons, it is a mathematical 
necessity to let some out in order to make way for others. In 
some cases parole boards make costly mistakes. Human na¬ 
ture being what it is, human judgement being a fallible thing, 
the only wonder is that they don’t make more mistakes than 
they do. 

Most parole boards are doing a good job, and as they 
courageously continue to do their duty in the face of the pub¬ 
lic’s misunderstanding, they might be considered the 
"underdog of all” in the field of public relations.

s A book review requires a keen perception and a good liter- 
t ary education on the part of the reviewer — so this is not in 
the truest sense a book review. Rather, it is a commentary by 
one writer on his brief gleanings from our local shelves. 

Among the beat stories: illustrated and concise, yet contai 
ning a good plot which is carried through precisely to the 
climax, are those found in the Reader’s Digest Condensed 
Selections. 

One of the better ones, " Flight From Ashiya” covers nicely, 
throngh the process of flash-back, the story of an Air Force 
Colonel (Glenn Stevenson). He is a member of the Air Sea 
Rescue Squadren in Southern Japan when the story begins. 
His SA-16 amphibian plane is searching out survivors of a 
Japanese cargo vessel "Tanda Maru ”, lost in a typhoon in the 
South China Sea. 

From this point author Elliott Arnold, an ex-Air Force man 
himself, deftly takes the reader back through the Colonel’s 
life; his Buddhist wedding and brief marriage to pretty 
Caroline Gordon, and her untimely death in Japanese intern¬ 
ment in Manila (1941); then the tragedy of an avalanche and 
loss of lives in an abortive rescue attempt in post-war Bavaria 
(1948); and last but by no means least there is Tomiko, who he 
has fallen in love with, and she waits throughout with typical 
oriental patience for him to return from his dangerous rescue 
mission. 

Many pertinent and sometimes spine-chilling events are 
submerged amongst these main factors. And the reader is 
never left dangling for lack of interest, since the author 
changes time and place at the turn of the page. 

Other readable stories include "West Wind To Hawaii” 
'Century of The Surgeon”, "Lobo”; and going back a few 
years, "The Reason Why” — a story of the Charge of the 
Light Brigade in the Crimean War. 

The saying "A Book is a Voyage” is as true as ever. So next 
time you feel like travelling on, just go to your library and 
take a trip EX LIBRIS.

No finer examples of men improving themselves while here 
could be offered than thru those presently attending school. 

Operated directly under the auspices of the State Board of 
Education, this school is staffed with capable, competent tea¬ 
chers, all of whom have either baahelor’s or master’s degrees 
in education. 

We have heard men of this institution, in times past, com¬ 
plain quite bitterly because they had no "real” chance to get 
an education while here; or, if shown that they could study 
and learn, demurred by offering the reason (as distinguished 
from an excuse), that they couldn’t get credit for same. 

Quite aside from the fact that a man shouldn’t expect too 
much credit for improving himself, even more important is 
the tragic reality of the major portion of the complainers still 
remaining away from school, men who desperately need an 
education. 

One of the oldest and most practical axioms found in this 
highly materialistic world is the one supporting the principle 
of supply increasing with demand. The supply, education-wise 
is quite limited now in both size and scope; and will remain 
limited unless and until the men of this institution decide to 
take the fullest advantage of the educational facilities that the 
state, thru this institution, now offers us. 

This deserves the most serious consideration by everyone 
here; for, if the State Education Program was supported by 
only 50 per cent of those who could derive benefit therefrom, 
the program would be a smashing success. On the other hand, 
this program may well mark the last educational opportunity 
for the men confined to this institution, should it fail. 

The stark reality of the school door being forever closed, 
due to the men’s lack of support, would be a tragedy indeed; 
and would greatly lessen the value of any future proposals 
concerning self-improvement, rehabilitation, and other 
constructive endeavors. 

Both clubs of this institution have gone on record as sup¬ 
porting educational effort, which is well and good, as far as 
the record is concerned; but, is this support limited to the re¬ 
cord? How many club members actually attend school — who 
could — and should — attend school? Leadership, as disting¬ 
uished from drivership, consists in large part of setting an 
example to follow. No better example of community guidance 
and leadership could be offered, by either club, than a prac¬ 
tical application of this gratuitous support, by each and 
every member, who should, attending school. This would be 
suppor t indeed. ___
